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AGRICULTURE AND A NATION. 


A very valuable discourse, entitled 
Agriculture and a Nation, was present- 
ed by President Brown of the New 
York Central Railway, as a Founder’s 
Day address at Cornell, Jan. 11, 1910. 
We quote the following: 

‘*A simple comparison of the ave- 
rage yield per acre of the principal 
cereals in this country with those of 
the older nations is the severest pos- 
sible criticism of our methods, or our 
want of method. During the last ten 
years our farms have produced an 
average yield of wheat of less than 
fourteen bushels per acre. England 
produces more than 32. Germany 
about 28, the Netherlands more than 
34, and France approximately 20. 

‘*Of oats, the United States produces 
an average annual yield of 23.7 bush- 
els per acre, England 42, Germany 
+6, and the Netherlands 53 bushels. 

“*¢Potatoes, like wheat, corn and 
bread, are a food staple of the poor 
man. Our average yield is 85 bushels 
per acre, while Germany, Belgium and 
Great Britain produces 250 bushels. 

‘Each year immigration and _ nat- 
ural increase add approximately two 
million hungry mouths to be fed, and 
it calls for an increase of approximate- 
ly 75,000,000 ‘bushels of food produc- 
ing cereal per annum to supply this de 
mand. 


“‘T have noted with regret expres- 
sions of satisfaction and_ self-con- 


gratulation upon the part of the press 
over the fact that the aggregate value 
of farm products has increased from 
$4,417,000,000 in 1898 to $8,760,000,000 
1909, unmindful of the disturbing 
fact that this increase in value is the 
result of increased

of an increased yield per acre.

‘*This failure to increase the pro- 
duction of the nation’s farms by in-

‘The only possible solution, the

If these statements are true, we 


must indeed believe thet the American 
farmers are a dull, shiftless class, en 
tirely unversed in the occupation in 


which they have placed themselves; 
we must believe that France, Ger- 
many, England and Switzerland are 


more advanced in agricultural science, 
that they have better agricultural 
schools, that their superior industry 
has diffused this knowledge throughout 
their farming populace and that this 
knowledge has gone to fruit to the ex- 
tent of producing an average annual 
yield per acre of oats, wheat and pota- 
toes that between two 
times larger than the average annual 
vield of this country.

He belongs to the only class of 
laborers that have not combined; he 
pays union prices for his food, clothes 
and the tools with which he wears him- 
self out to produce articles that he must 
sell for a pittance. Thousands have ex- 
hausted their means and fallen from 
the ranks. Many that are 
struggling with several times as much 
land as they can work—unable to get 
help or pay for it if they could get it. 
This is because the forming of the 
trade unions, by shortening the work- 
and more than doubling the 
price of labor, has drawn the _ help 
from the country. As already said, in 
many cases the farmers have also left 
and gone to the city and there are hun- 
dreds of unoccupied farms and farms 
for sale in New York State alone. 
Our low acreage, ‘then is not due to 
shiftlessness or ignorance but to the 
simple fact that there is not enough 
men in the country to work the land 
nor even one quarter of it. Under 
such galling conditions, how we do 
like to be told by a railxoad president 
that the ‘‘high cost of living’’ must 
be laid at the farmer’s door. Manu- 
faeturers along President Brown’s 
railroad offer him shares in their busi- 
golden platters, free of

Speaxing of soil and climate, Presi- 
dent Brown says: ‘‘The United States 
as a whole has as fertile soil and as 
favorable climate as any country in 
the world.’’ As far as wheat, one of 
the crops under consideration, is con- 
cerned, this is not true. The spikelets 
of a wheat spike cwntain, each from 
two to five flowers. In Europe an av- 
erage of about four of these flowers 
form grains; in the United States, an 
average of about two flowers form 
grains. This alone is sufficient to make 
the European yields of wheat nearly 
double our own and it is thought by 
our best agriculturists to be due to 
the difference in climate. 

President Brown said, ‘‘The depart- 
ment of agriculture of the state of 
New York publishes a bulletin contain- 
ing a list of farms for sale, and tee man 
who can read it and appreciate the 
full significance of this list without a 
feeling of humiliation is lacking in 
that state pride and loyalty which 
every citizen should possess. Sixty- 
three thousand, four hundred and 
thirty-two acres of improved farms, 
with fences, houses, barns, ete., at 
an average price of $17.78 per acre. 
Nearly 100,000 acres at an average 
price of $25 per aere.’’ Presiaent 
Brown would have us believe that this

But, down with the tariff, 
trusts and unions, thereby putting 
agriculture on a par with other in- 
dustries and there is good reason to 
think that every state in the union 
would ‘be in receipt of an equal, an- 
nual, increased return without the ex- 
pense of a single cent for agriculture.

We would be glad to stop here, but 
we would not be doing our farmer 
readers of the state justice if we did. 
There js an obverse to this picture. 
Shall we describe Ithaca’s real condi- 
tion in fitting terms? Well then, like 
unto a whited sepuleher, which indeed 
appears beautiful outward, but is with 
in full of dead men’s bones, and all un- 


cleanliness. Ithaca, like most cities, 
is rotten politically; like many citres, 
she is rotten financially, long since 


bonded to her legal limit and a water 
debt of $1,000,000 and only a rotten 
system to show for it; and worse than 
this, she is rotten morally. If this 
were not true would she allow the 
stench from 400 whiskey joints to per- 
petually rise up from her midst and 
float over, fair Cornell? The traffic in 
Ithaca seems to be conducted on the 
basis of whiskey for revenue only; 
the saloon js licensed to fill up the boys 
from the Hill, and other citizens, a 
police force is maintained to arrest the 
boys, and others, and a police court to 
fine the offenders, say $10, $15 or $20. 
This is a fine double whiprow, the only 
drawback seems to be that jt costs more 
directly and indirectly to keep the ma 
chine lubricated than the revenue 
yielded. 

Does anyone doubt the evil influence

There was reveitly born at our barns 
at Liverpool, N. Y., a Holstein bull 
calf, whom we think destined to become 
the head of some very large herd and 
from his type, conformation and the 
uniform high quality of the ancestry 
behind him, we believe he will prove 





a sire of superior merit and the equal 
of the great sires which have gone out 
from the Brookside Herd. This calf 
was sired by King of the Pontiacs, the 
senior sire in service at Brookside. As 
is well known, King of the Pontiacs 
wag sired by Pontiac Korndyke and is 
therefore brother to one of the pairs 
of full sisters of the breed both with 
official records of over 30 Ib. of butter 
in seven days—Pontiae Clothilde De 
Kol 2d and Pontiac Rag Apple, 31.62 
Ib.
